GREAT BRITAIN. 
Anthrax — Longwood, England. 

A fatal case of anthrax was reported March 8, 1917, as occurring 
at Longwood, in the vicinity of Huddersfield, England, in an em- 
ployee in a woolen mill at that place. The patient was a man who 
had been working at a shaking machine at which dust was shaken 
from the wool and carried by a fan into another room. The wool 
originated mostly in the East Indies. The type of the disease in the 
case reported was internal or pulmonary anthrax. 

MEXICO. 
Typhus Decreasing — Aguascalientes. 

The prevalence of typhus at Aguascalientes, Mexico, was stated, 
March 20, 1917, to be decreasing, only a few cases being reported.
